that the church has broken down in this regard 
than that economic society as a whole has brok­ 
en down, or That government has broken down 
because it has an enormous deficiency * m the 
budget. 
When it comes to lack of agreement among 
religious people as to the functions and beliefs 
of religion, wherein does the present situation 
differ from the past? 
Even when religion was 
re-inforced by the powers of the state, even 
dominated the state, schisms arose, and all the 
persecutions of Christian history have been un­ 
able to effect unity of belief or unity * of func­ 
tion. 
Dr. Dieffenhach points out 
that mortality 
among churches has been very much less than 
among hanks and industry generally . But he 
minimizes that detail. And y et. w*e wonder if 
that fact itself does not argue for the ever­ 
lasting vitality of religion? 
Religion and the churches have alway s been 
integral parts of the social environment. They 
have alway s been influenced by the broadening 
of thought and the discoveries of science. The 
adjustments to these relationships have alway s 
been difficult and slow. It may be that the dif­ 
ficulty is greater now than it has been in for­ 
mer times. 
But admitting this, it is hardlv 
true to the facts of the case to say that re­ 
ligion has broken dowm. 
Religion needs to be 
broadened and its functions modified, as was 
shown by the Commission of Lay men in “ Re­ 
thinking M issions.”

THE THIRD GERMAN REICH 


The rise of Adolf Hitler to power in Ger 
many marks the beginning of the third Ger­ 
man reich. 
Three totally different ty pes of 
government within a period of twenty y ears 
among a people naturally averse to change re­ 
veals a societv in ferment to an unusual de- 
gree. 
The German Empire of the Hohenzollerns, 
which went down at the dose of the great war, 
seemed to l» e as stable as any government in 
Europe. 
The fall of the empire was followed 
by the birth of a constitutional republic. 
The 
Weimar Constitution, embody ing a new bill of 
rights for the German people, was hailed as the 
foundation of a new Germany . 
That constitu­ 
tion broke dowm because of the inability of the 
government organized under k to effectively 
govern. 
A score of parties in the Reichstag 
and an Ex ecutive stripped of effective powers 
plunged the new republic into a state approach 
ing chaos. 
As things grew 
worst, tlie German people 
under 
their 
constitutional 
powers 
overthrew 
the second Reich. By vote of the members of 
the Reichstag elected, a dictatorship w*as es­ 
tablished, the chancellor of the Reich,— to end 
the domination of Prussia in the German em­ 
pire,— became also the governor of Prussia, the 
governors of the other 22 states are to be ap­ 
pointed by the chancellor, and the Reichstag 
practical]? 
ceased to function as a governing 
body . 
It is the fascism of Italy adjusted to the 
temper of the German people. 
There art those who see all government drift­ 
ing in the direction of dictatorship, including 
our own. 
But it should be borne in mind that 
the ex traordinary powers conferred upon Pres- 
1 ident Roosevelt are only of a temporary char- 
« acter. 
Congress has not abdicated. It meets 
I nex t January according to the prescription of 
the Constitution, and has the full liberty to re­ 
call all the powers granted to the President. 
Moreover, a y ear from nex t November a new 
Congress will be chosen by the people which 
|| will ex press their will. 
Democracy is too firm­ 
ly rooted in our Anglo-Sax on political life to 
make such a change in our government as has 
been effected in Germany through the estab­ 
lishment 
of the third 
reich. 
What liecame 
necessary for Germany is not necessary for the 
United States of America. 


The tex tile code adopted by the leaders of 
the tex tile industry , and most heartily approv­ 
ed by the President in a special announcement 
to the country , makes the child labor amend­ 
ment to the Constitution unnecessary . 
This, 
of course, provided the code becomes a per­ 


manent policy of that industry . 
The tex tile industry * has been a pauper in­ 
dustry . 
Child labor and low wages have been 
the curse of this industry . W hile under our 
sy stem of protective tariffs rt has been the 
greatest beneficiary of that sy stem, it has done 
nothing to merit such protection. 
Whole fam­ 
ilies,— father, mother, and children— have work­ 
ed in the tex tile mills for long hours each day , 
all for a wage w*hich for the whole family put 
together constituted little more than a living 


wage for the entire family . 
If this code is to be the result of the part­ 
nership of the government in industry , it should 
be cordially welcomed. Too long has industry 
been conducted for the profit of 
the few 
against the well-being of the many . 
Laws 
have been enacted to restrain the strong, but 
ever the evil appeared in a new form. To 
have a well-defined code, accepted by all the 
parties interested, and approved by* the govern­ 
ment, marks an advance in human relations in 
industry for w*hich too much cannot lie said. 
It is too much to believe that we have solved 
all the problems of our industrial relationships 
bv these varied codes which the different in­ 
dustries have framed. 
However, in the light 
of past ex perience they mark a new epoch in 
these relationships 
They mark a long step 
forward.

the new circum stances of this new 
age of large scale production. 
My guess is tha t we shall soon 
discover tha t this is not the case. 
There is a joker in the national 
ercovery legislation tha t prom ises 
to m ake it 
im possible 
for 
the 
President to perm it 
the 
clearly 
necessary so rt of business and in­ 
dustrial reorganization. 
Section 3 of the Industrial Re­ 


covery Act provides that ttoe P resi­ 
dent may approve codes 
for

trade or Industry if, among other 
things, he finds tha t "such 
1 
or codes are not designed to pri! 
m ote monopolies 
or to elim inate
